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Fire-setting teenagers 
face 10 arson charges 


By Neil Fater 

olice arrested two 15-year- 

old Andover males Monday 

and Tuesday and declared 
an end to the burning, after a 
weekend marred by five down- 
town fires launched a joint state- 
town effort to snuff out Andover 
arson. 

“People can sleep easy tonight 
and so can the firemen.” Says 
Andover Det. Don Pattullo, after 
midnight Tuesday. 

Police plan to charge both sus- 
pects with at least 10 fire-setting 
crimes downtown, including a 


Sunday fire that closed My Broth- 
ers Pizza Place on Post Office 
Avenue. Before the arrests, 
Andover Fire Chief Harold 
Wright said, the arsonists could 
face serious jail time if caught 
and convicted. 

“You're talking felony charges 
for this. You’re talking Cedar 
Junction (state penitentiary) 
and Cedar Junction is not a 
resort area,” he said. 

Police arrested the first sus- 
pect Monday after a vehicle fire 
Was reported on “Gradall Lane.”

Skating club found, but full 


A local resident who had gone 
looking for the Andover Skating 
Club and found nothing discov- 
ered last week that they weren’t in 
hiding — they were only laying 
low. 

The club was formed in the late 
00s, according to Ed Hunter, who 
took over as president last year. 

Joan Broderick, a resident who 
wrote to the Townsman recently 
complaining that her letters to the 
skating club remained unan- 
swered (“Can anyone help us join 
the skating club?” Townsman, 
Nov. 20), changed her tune this 
week. 

“T got a tremendous response,” 
she said Monday of the phone calls 
she received with information 
about the club, including a call 
from the club itself. 

Hunter says the skating club 
has about 1,200 members, the max- 
imum number it can have to 
accommodate its members. 

Because of limited time and 
space on the ice, there has to be a 
limited number of memberships. 

“I wish we could say it’s a com- 
munity service, but it’s not,” 
Hunter says. 

Because there are only so many 
slots that open each year, anyone 
applying to join goes on the wait- 
ing list, he says. 

“Once you're in, you’re in. You 


just have to wait your turn,” he 
says. 

Broderick says she had no 
problem waiting her turn, but was 
dismayed when her requests for 
information were returned from 
the post office. 

“I wasn’t frustrated because 
there was a waiting list. I was frus- 
trated because I didn’t hear from 
anybody,” she says. 

Hunter says the only way to get 
information or to join is to write to 
P.O. Box 271 in Andover, which 
was closed briefly when the presi- 
dency changed hands. He is work- 
ing with his staff to develop a sys- 
tem of responding to applicants, so 
they know their requests were 
received. 

The Skating Club hotline, 474- 
5010, is not for leaving messages, 
Hunter says, but is a recording for 
members to check available ice 
times. 

Hunter, who works in corpo- 
rate finance and is an avid hockey 
player, says the organization has 
three other members to help him 
administrate, a membership coor- 
dinator, a figure skating instruc- 
tor and a hockey skating instruc- 
tor who helps coordinate the 
guards who monitor open skating. 

The club holds open skating at 
the outdoor (but covered) skating

Charter School

Wednesday, the status of the Haver- 
hill Merrimack Valley Regional 
Alternative School’s application was 
not available. 

The Haverhill charter school’s 
plan is to add small high school cam- 
puses along the North Shore from 
Newburyport down to the Andover, 
North Andover area, said founder 
Robert Crosby. 

The campuses would be an expan- 
sion of the Richard Milburn High 
School, which opened 3 years ago in 
Haverhill, Crosby says. Their motto 
is “Never give up on a student,” 
Crosby says, and their mission is to 
graduate students who were likely 
to drop out of their public high 
school. 

The downtown Haverhill campus 
enrolled 30 students this year, he 
says. “We’re not innovative, but 
we’re successful,” he says, because 
they offer school-to-work programs, 
small classes, and lots of counseling. 

He cited a demand for a high 
school that targets potential drop- 
outs in the Andover/North Andover 
area, citing data that shows 17 
Andover students dropped out last 
year, and 18 dropped out in 1995. 

“The entire area needs a school 
like this,” he says. 

The Haverhill campus enrolls stu- 
dents from Haverhill, Pentucket, 
Amesbury and Triton Regional 
school districts, Crosby says.

Hurricane Island 


book resurfaces 


Local author Eleanor M. Richardson’s his- 
tory of Hurricane Island is back in print, after 
it sold out in its first year. 

The island, off the coast of Maine, is now 
home to one of five schools of Outward Bound, 
where students learn to navigate in rough 
waters and to work with strangers when sur- 
vival is the test. 

Richardson’s book, Hurricane Island, The 
Town that Disappeared, tells the tale of how a 
small town lived for nearly 50 years and then 
suddenly disappeared when its granite quarry- 
ing industry ran out. 

Andover resident and Outward Bound 
founder Joshua Miner said the island’s history 
and its present home to Outward Bound is “a 
fortuitous marriage, but not by intent.” 

Miner described the island’s atmosphere as 
“spartan,” an ideal place to open a school of 
survival and kinship. 

The school at Hurricane Island opened in 
1952, the third Outward Bound school to open. 

Richardson’s story of Hurricane Island 
begins in 1870 as stone workers arrived to 
quarry the masses of granite, and ends in 1914, 
when what Richardson describes as “‘an acci- 
dent of fate” resulted in the disappearance of 
the town. 

It was first printed in 1989 and sold out with- 
in a year after its publication. 

Richardson said she had it reprinted at the 
urging of Outward Bound graduates, genealo- 
gists and many Maine residents. She is also the 
author of Andover, A Century of Change 1896 
1996.

The North Andover NESWC incinera- 
tor, charged Nov. 20 with a dozen violations 
of environmental standards, could face 
fines of up to $27,000 a day. 

Or, if the federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency decides against monetary 
penalties, it could impose an administra- 
tive penalty order or seek an injunction in 
federal court. If the EPA were to seek a fed- 
eral court injunction, the specific penalty 
would be determined by a federal judge, 
said EPA Senior Enforcement Counsel 
Edith Goldman. 

But the plant owners say they will con- 
test every citation, arguing that the EPA 
has its facts wrong. 

The EPA’s citations against Wheelabra- 
tor, the North Andover incinerator’s 
owner and operator, include unmonitored 
emissions, failure to record how much 
trash they process and shutting down a sec- 
ondary pollution control system without 
permission. 

According to James T. Owens III, chief 
regulatory enforcement counsel of the 
EPA, the penalties won’t be imposed until 
the EPA meets with Wheelabrator. 

NESWC_ Executive 
Director Steven Roth- 
stein said this week that 
while the members of 
the 23-town consortium 
weren’t surprised by 
any of the EPA’s find- 
ings, they were “dis- 
turbed” to hear of the 
alleged violations. 
Andover is a member of 
NESWC (North East 
Solid Waste Commit- 
tee), whose members 
are contracted to send 
trash to, and help pay 
for the building of, the 
North Andover inciner- 
ator. 

Rothstein says they 
have spoken with the 
EPA, Wheelabrator and 
have their own engi- 
neers looking at the 
EPA’s alleged viola- 
tions, but he declined to 
quantify the severity of 
the allegations. 

“We’re the customer. 
We let them know our 
frustration, but we’re 
waiting for Wheelabra- 
tor’s response to deter- 
mine what actions are 
appropriate for 
NESWC,” he says. 
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Wheelabrator plant manager James 
McIver says the company plans to chal- 
lenge all of the EPA’s alleged violations. 

“In a large measure, they don’t have 
their facts correct,” McIver says. “We 
demonstrate what we did and why we did 
ig 

One of the alleged violations against 
Wheelabrator is a charge that the company 
doesn’t weigh the amount of trash it takes 
in to be processed, Owens says. 

McIver says that violations is more a 
question of method, rather than a problem 
with the amount of trash processed. Whee- 
labrator measures the total steam flow pro- 
duced by trash processing. 

“T don’t think they’ve wrapped their 
arms around the method we use right 
now,” Mclver says. 

But Rothstein says whether or not 
Wheelabrator processes more trash than 
their permit allows, “it’s important that 
Wheelabrator follows the letter of the law, 
not just the spirit.” 

Wheelabrator was also charged with 
shutting down a secondary pollution con- 
trol system, a “secondary dry sorbent injec- 
tion system which limits pollutants like

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hydrochloric acid, sulfur dioxide some 
metals and dioxins from entering the 
atmosphere. 

The EPA charged Wheelabrator with 
shutting down the system in the first quar- 
ter of 1995, and failing to apply for a permit 
to shut it down. 

Mclver says the secondary system is out 
of operation because it is unnecessary, that 
the primary system Wheelabrator uses for 
pollution control does the job and that the 
state was notified that the secondary sys- 
tem was shut off. 

The EPA also charged Wheelabrator 
with lack of monitoring their emissions in 
the first and second quarters of 1996 and 
1997. 

The incinerator is required to use a 
“continuous emissions monitoring” sys- 
tem for 4,000 hours per quarter, per unit, 
says McIver. The Wheelabrator plant uses 
two units, he says. 

The EPA charged Wheelabrator with 
allowing their CEMs to go down at various 
points between 1996 and 1997 — up to 8.97 
percent of the time required in one quarter. 

For the second half of 1996, they were 
charged with failing to report emissions of

Wheelabrator says it will challenge possible fines 


sulfur dioxide and carbon monoxide in 
three-hour block averages. 

Owens announced the EPA’s charges 
against the plant before a public forum on 
incineration with residents and politicians 
held by local environmental activists. 
Wheelabrator has until January 20 to meet 
with the EPA and respond to the violations, 
he says. 

Asked if the emissions of the five local 
incinerators in the Merrimack Valley are 
dangerous enough to require that they 
close, Owens says that type of decision isn’t 
easy or clear. 

“People want some definitive answer, 
that X facility is emitting X amount of bad 
things and the result is this particular 
health problem,” he says. “I was initially 
wanting to do that study, but found it was 
far more complicated. It’s important for us 
to look at the big picture.” 

For the EPA to do a cumulative study of 
health problems in the area relative to 
incinerators, the scope of the study itself 
could take two years to develop, he says. 

“The hard part is actually sitting down 
and looking at the scope, and at what point 
we are trying to get to,” he says.

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It’s official: police chief search will stay in-house

Selectmen appear to have guaranteed that 
one of Andover’s current officers will 
become the next chief of police. 

A unanimous vote by the board Monday 
calls for an independent assessment commit- 
tee to question and evaluate interested supe- 
rior officers to determine which of them are 
worthy of becoming the next chief. 

Ty “The main drive 
1 of this thing is to

| for a new chief) 
within the depart- 
ment.

4 search,” said 


The vote came 
after three resi- 
dents and Officer 
Edward Higgenbot- 
tom requested that 
the town refrain 
from looking out- 
side the depart- 
ment for qualified 
candidates. Both the patrolmen’s union and 
the union representing superior officers had 
made the same request. 

After Monday’s vote, police present at the 
meeting were all smiles. 

“That’s what we were hoping the board 
would do. I know for a fact there’s qualified 
candidates within the department,” said 
patrolmen’s union president Craig Poirier. 

“We're happy with what’s been done. This 
is what we came here asking for,” agreed 
Higgenbottom. 

Higgenbottom had more to say during the 
meeting. He told selectmen that giving the 
position to someone outside the department 
would send a damaging message to those offi- 
cers who have worked hard to improve their 
skills. Higgenbottom himself is pursuing a 
master’s degree in criminal justice adminis- 
tration and admits “I dc one day aspire to be 
the chief of police.” 

“The removal of the chief of police posi- 
tion from this department will not send a 
positive message to the rank and file of our 
department,” said Higgenbottom. 

“Why do we work so hard?” he asked. “I 
know why I did it. It was to reach the top, to 
climb the ladder.” 

Although he voted for the independent 
committee, Selectman John Hess noted that 
of all those who talked about the chief posi- 
tion, only Norma Gammon listed criteria 
besides “the next chief should come from 
Andover.” 

The board had weeks ago invited resi- 
dents to come to an informal meeting to dis- 
cuss qualifications. But residency was the 
main message at the time. 

With that apparently settled now, Hess 
said much more specific criteria for a chief 
must be determined, and a job description 
created, before the independent committee 
comes in and begins working. 

Asked after the vote if the patrolmen’s 
, union would suggest such criteria, Higgen- 
bottom said, “We would assist in any way 
that we can. We just want the most qualified 
candidate.” 

Gammon suggested the next chief should 
have a high level of education with a strong

background in finance because the 
chief deals with a substantial budget, 
and should be capable of writing 
grants to bring assistance to 
Andover. 

The ideal candidate should also 
connect with the community and 
Andover’s youth, and be accessible 
to both the community and the staff. 


“Tf you find that person, you let me 
know. I want to marry him,” joked 
Gammon. 

As for other residents at the meet- 
ing, Williams Street’s Bob Kelley and 
Haggetts Pond Road’s Rick Kelley 
praised the Andover police, saying 
the town did not need to look outside 
of the department for a successor to 


outgoing Chief James Johnson. 

“There are fully a half dozen who 
could take up the reigns of chief of 
police and continue the march,” said 
Rick Kelley. “Of all the police depart- 
ments in the Merrimack Valley, and 
I deal with all of them, Andover 
stands head and shoulders about the 
rest.”

orn in Andover on 
Thanksgiving Day, 


1927, Selectman Bill 
Downs had much to be thank- 
ful for last week as he cele- 
brated his 70th birthday. He 
not only had his cake Monday, 
he later ate his own meatballs, 
too. 

But the capper to Downs’ 
week may have been riding in 
a convertible Sunday as grand 
marshal of the annual fire- 
fighters’ Christmas Parade. 
The honor appeared to mean a 
great deal to the 10-year select- 
man because he spent more 
than 31 years of his life as an 
Andover firefighter. 

Downs was a member of 
the department from 1955 
until his retirement in 1986, 
and he spent his last 10 years 
as fire chief. So when the fire- 
fighters called and asked him 
to be grand marshal, even the 
normally reserved Downs 
admits he was “excited.” 

His wife paints a fuller pic- 
ture. 

“He was elated, he really 
was. In fact, I’ve almost never 
seen him so happy,” says 
Bunny Downs. “He was 
thrilled, thrilled to think that 
the guys still thought so much 
of him.” 

The selection of Bill Downs 
as parade marshal was espe- 
cially fitting, because he was 
intimately involved with cre- 
ating the first firefighters’ 
parade, just a few months 
after he joined the department 
in July, 1955.

Arson can burn 
a community 


While it is supposed to be true all 
through the year, this is the month when 
we give special significance to sharing 
and pulling together. 

Usually that is done to create a closer 
sense of community and to help those 
who are less fortunate. That is as it should 
be, and should continue. Unfortunately, 
however, there was a need in Andover 
this week to pull together against some- 
thing uglier. 

Before apprehending two 15-year-old 
suspects, fire officials sought public help 
in stopping a disturbing and dangerous 
cluster of fires. A reward of up to $5,000 
was even offered for information.

- Or monitor the police and fire logs — 
might not have been aware of the prob- 
lem. But there had been an unusual num- 
ber of dumpster fires in recent months. 

Perhaps those could have been 
excused as petty vandalism. They were a 
nuisance, but they weren’t putting any- 
body in danger. 

This past weekend, all that changed. 
Things went well beyond petty vandal- 
ism and juvenile thrills. In a four-day 
span there were six fires — one bad 
enough to shut down My Brothers Place 
pizza shop on Post Office Avenue. 

State and local officials worked togeth- 
er to solve this case. But they can’t solve 
these types of cases alone. 

In this case, they relied on residents to 
report how many people they had seen 
near the fire scenes before the fires erupt- 
ed. One man was credited with squelch- 
ing a fire before it could do serious dam- 
age to a new construction site. 

Investigators need this kind of help, 
reward or no reward. James Brooks, a 
state police sergeant who works out of 
the state fire marshal’s office, says fire 
setting is a growing problem with youth 
in this area. 

So when it comes to threatening lives 
and livelihoods, it’s past the time to keep 
Silent and protect someone one might 
regard as “basically a good person.” 

As for those who have set other fires, if 
it’s meant as one of those so-called “‘cries 
for help,” you’d be better of turning your- 
self in and asking for it. 

Because if local officials catch you 
attacking buildings, they say they’ll pros- 
ecute you as vigorously as they can, and 
the only help they'll offer is a one-way 
trip to state prison. 

That, as the fire chief notes, is no resort 
hotel.

So it makes sense that they’re also 
high on town “events” — everything 
from parades to the Know Your Town 
Fair to Clown Town. 

They may be newcomers, but that 
doesn’t mean they want to wait a 
decade before they get involved. 
They’re creating neighborhood associ- 
ations, holding block parties and 
doing other things that form the con- 
nective tissue of communities. 

The group was also concerned 
about education. No, they don’t think 
the schools in Andover are lousy and 
need an overhaul, but they do think it 
has taken too long, and continues to 
take too long, to address the over- 
crowding at the lower grade levels 
(Are you listening, School Commit- 
tee?).

Don’t slow down on 
closing incinerators 


Editor, Townsman: 

While I thank Mr. Armerding for high- 
lighting the ill-health effects of incinera- 
tion in his editorial (“Go slow on inciner- 
ators, Townsman, Nov. 26, 1997, I serious- 
ly question his basic message. Rather 
than cautioning officials and residents to 
“... ZO Slow on incineration,” I suggest one 


looking for a bit of direction. Officials 
should put ’em to work. New blood can 
help to balance the views of those who 
have been here for generations. 

Second, the items on their list, taken 
collectively, show an intense desire to 
experience real community — to live ina 
place where people share much more 
than a zip code, to create a place where 
the neighborhood is an extended family. 

Perhaps the nuclear family is dead, 
and the sociologists can’t agree on what 
is replacing it, but here there is an obvi- 
ous, instinctive urge in that direction — 
to connect, to be committed to one anoth- 
er, to create a network of support, to 
know and be known, to work, play, cele- 
brate and mourn with others. 

That’s not something you can include 
as a line item in the budget. But it is prob- 
ably more valuable than any expendi- 
ture voted at town meeting. 

Nurture it, and everything else will 
fall into place. 
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should support the momentum building 
in this region and keep the “good” pres- 
sure on. 

The Merrimack Valley presently sup- 
ports three municipal incinerators and 
two medical waste facilities: five total. No 
other region in the entire United States, 
except one, hosts such a high concentra- 
tion of incinerators. The combined levels 
of dioxin and mercury produced are 
alarming and life-threatening. We cannot 
slow down. Many of our bodies already 
exceed EPA “safe levels” for dioxin expo- 
sure. 

What can we do? We can embrace 
recycling; assist town officials and Con- 
cerned Andover Residents for the Envi- 
ronment (CARE) who are working to 
develop a town recycling plan that will 
work for each resident and markedly 
reduce our waste stream. Yes, it will take 
“... a lot more than 200 people, (the num- 
ber of attendees at a local hearing on Nov. 
20, 1997) to make trash troubles go away.” 
Each and every household needs to 
understand clearly that incinerators are 
poisoning our bodies and take responsi- 
bility for separating out trash that can be 


recycled. It may require new arrange 


ments in an apartment or garage but once 
set up, it becomes a simple habit. 

We can also close one or more area 
incinerators without losing a place to put 
the trash that cannot be recycled. This 
tonnage can be absorbed by remaining 
incinerators easily, according to avail- 
able projections ... as long as recycling 
levels reach the Massachusetts’ goal of 46 
percent or higher. This is one proposed 
solution and there are many individuals 
and organizations working toward oth- 
ers. 

Now is the time, as an intelligent and 
progressive community, to take respon- 
sibility for our waste. We must pull 
together ... to make recycling work in 
Andover and to close as many incinera- 
tors in this region as is viable. Many

Last month, Wild Harvest put into 
effect the tough guidelines of HACCP 
(Hazard Analysis Critical Control

Point), a voluntary seafood safety pro- 
gram offered by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. 

Originally developed for the NASA 
space program, the HACCP program 
acts as an “early warning system” to 
spot potential seafood problems, estab- 
lishing quality and safety checkpoints 
all along the processing and distribu- 
tion line, literally “from catch to 
kitchen.” 

While retailers are not required to 
put HACCP standards in place, Wild 
Harvest has voluntarily done so. It will 
employ rigid temperature-testing for 
all seafood products. Accurate data will 
be kept on all tests. 

As a condition of HACCP certifica- 
tion, Wild Harvest’s handling proce- 
dures at all of its locations have been 
audited and approved by the USS.

« In 1992, the nation’s leading con- 
sumer testing organization reported 
that 30 percent of 113 fish samples 
bought at random from retail outlets 
were spoiled, and another 9 percent 
were nearly spoiled.

Homeowners can expect 
their tax bill to balloon again 
this year, although some 
selectmen note the bill will 
inflate about half as much as it 
did last fiscal year. 

Thanks to a 3-2 selectmen’s 
tax classification vote Mon- 
day, an average taxpayer - a 
person with a home valued at 
$263,000 — will see their bill 
jump $89.42 during fiscal year 
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1998. This amount is about 52 
percent compared with last 
year, when the average 
increase was $171. 

Although this new vote 
means the residential tax rate 
will increase 2.1 percent and 
the commercial rate will grow 
1.5 percent during the current 
fiscal year, proponents of this 
plan say it will evenly split the 
actual tax-dollar increase 
between residents and _ busi- 


nesses. Compared to last 
year’s figures, homeowners’ 
tax bills will increase 34 cents 
per $1,000, while business’ bills 
will jump 33 cents per $1,000. 
“I think it gives our retail 
business a little bit more of a 
break, but it also provides a 
sense of better distribution,” 
said Selectmen Brian Major of 
the tax classification vote. 
“We're going to be evenly dis- 
tributing that (tax increase)

While Major, John Hess, 
and Bill Downs voted in favor 
of this new tax distribution, 
Selectmen Larry Larsen and 
Jerry Silverman voted against 
it.

School Committee Roundup 


Beefing up block scheduling at AHS 


To fill the schedules of Andover High 
School Students who have too many 
study halls or unscheduled periods next 
semester, the High School added 50 sec- 
tions for the term beginning Jan. 26, 
Superintendent Richard E. Neal reported 
Tuesday. 

Students who have the most blanks or 

| study halls on their schedules will have 
first dibs at the new classes offered, he 
said, and students with full schedules 
will have the chance to change into the 

| new sections only after the other stu- 
dents have filled their empty spots. 

New classes include creative writing, 
English, SAT prep, history, earth science 
and computer classes. Almost all of the 
classes are being taught or have been 
taught before, Neal said, but program 
advisers are developing new curricu- 
lums for a small number of classes. 

The department plans to advertise for 
nine new teachers to fill the spots, but 
may switch a few sections from one sub- 
ject to another to make sure the students 
who enroll last aren’t left with subjects 
they aren’t interested in, Neal said. 


The total cost of adding sections to 
next semester’s schedule is $87,000, on 
top of the $145,000 spent on fixing the 
schedule this semester, he said. 


Teachers love technology 


The Andover School system, now out- 
fitted with cable in every classroom and 
400 new computers systemwide is home 
to more and more computer-savvy 
instructors and students. 

Technology Coordinator Ray Tode 
brought three teachers to the School 
Committee Tuesday to report on technol- 
ogy integration in schools. 

One of the most popular features of the 
new technology programs, according to 
Assistant Superintendent Marinel 
McGrath, is the licensing agreement 
bought by the town that allows students 
to take home copies of programs like 
Hyperstudio and ClarisWorks, and 
install them on their home computers. 

Teacher June Blake of the Sanborn 
School said she’s got teachers hyper over 
the Hyperstudio program, which allows 
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students to write, draw, download pic- 
tures, record voices and music and cre- 
ate slideshows on their computers. 

“There is such enthusiasm for tech- 
nology, teachers are able, willing and 
ready for training,” she said. She was 
especially impressed with how much the 
teachers with little technological experi- 
ence were willing to learn. 

Candy Borello of the Doherty Middle 
School said the computer labs there were 
constantly abuzz. One teacher who start- 
ed using Hyperstudio to spice up his sci- 
ence lessons, reported that the new 
method of putting images on a large 
screen that the whole class can see saved 
him from having to turn his back to the 
class, an unexpected perk, Borello report- 
ed. 

High School math teacher Jeffrey 
Goldthwait says students in the the high 
school math lab are using interactive 
geometry programs to manipulate mea- 
surements and see how forms change, 
and teachers are using software that lets 
them customize worksheets. 

When asked how to integrate technol- 
ogy into more of the courses, Goldthwait 
said the key was to find the right soft- 
ware. 

Two new computer labs are scheduled 
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to open at the High School in January, he 
says.

one count of breaking and 
entering into a building during 
the night to commit arson. 

Det. Bill Wallace says police 
are preparing warrants for 
these charges against the first 
alleged fire-starter and “those 
will be served against him at 
some point in the future when 
he’s done being evaluat 

Police expect further 
charges to come against the 
first suspect and say the com- 
munity in which he goes to 
school is also looking at him as 
a possible suspect for fires 
there. 

“We know he was involved 
with other fires,” said Pattullo. 


Investigation 

Pattullo credits officers Jim 
Reilly, Bill Canane and Steve 
Martellini’s collective knowl- 
edge of the youth who hang out 
downtown with helping police 
to find both 15-year-old boys. 

Andover Fire Chief Wright 
said before the arrests that offi- 
cials believed two youths were 
involved with setting the fires 
because witnesses near some 
fire scenes “always heard two 
voices.” Officials also believed 
youths might be involved 
because all the fires were set 
within walking distance of the 
downtown, a sign that the 
arsonists did not own a car, but 
probably lived or hung out in 


the area. 

“We know (the first suspect) 
well, very, very well,” says Pat- 
tullo. “We felt as though whoev- 
er was doing this lived in close 
proximity to the downtown so 
they could get home, comfy, 
cozy, before the fire call came 


Police and fire officials list 14 
fall fires dating back to late Sep- 
tember, and several more fires 
dating back to January, that 
they think this suspect may 
have set. 

But until this past weekend, 
most of these fires were set in 
dumpsters. 

When these trash-bin fires 
first started, Wright says fire- 
fighters thought they might just 
have been caused by people 
carelessly throwing spent ciga- 
rettes into the garbage recepta- 
cle. But, viewed in retrospect, 
Wright says it now appears the 
flames were the sign of a fire- 
bug beginning to take wing. 

“Since the end of September 
we’ve had a number of dump- 
ster fires. They were sporadic, 
but they’ve been increasing. 
This weekend marked a differ- 
ence,” says Chief Wright. 
“There’s no question here, they 
made a change.” 

Wright says the fires over 
the weekend threatened peo- 
ple’s lives and livelihoods (see 
sidebar, at left). Once that hap- 
pened, officials tried to send a 
clear message: If you play with

State police officers from the 
state fire marshal’s office, Sgt. 
James Brooks, Bob Murphy 
and Steve O’Connor, were 
brought in Monday to help 
raise the pressure on the fire- 
starters and to aide the investi- 
gation by Wright, Fire Dep. 
Chief Robert Boush, and 
Andover detectives. 

A $5,000 reward for informa- 
tion was offered through a state 
program called ArsonWatch. 

That day, Andover police got 
their break with the car fire at 
Gradall Lane. 

“We found footprints at the 
scene and the state police 
brought their dog, who is able 
to sniff out (flammable liquids 
used to start fires),” says Pattul- 
lo. “The dog’s name is Lucy - 
she is excellent.” 

Along with the footprints, 
detectives Jim Haggerty, Kevin 
Burke, Det. Sgt. Kevin Winters, 
and were also credited with 
playing important roles in the 
investigation. 


Part of larger problem 

While police believe they 
have caught all those involved 
with the downtown Andover 
fire problem, Sgt. Brooks says 
fire-starting stunts are increas- 
ing among youth in this area. 

In Lynn last week a 4year- 
old started a fire by lighting a 
piece of paper with the oven’s 
pilot light. 

“Tt was just a fascination 
with fire. It destroyed the whole 
house,” he says. “We’re seeing a 
great difference in ages (of fire- 
starters), going from real young 
kids to teen-agers.” 

Brook’s force is called in for 
suspicious fires, including 
those that cause death and 
injuries, in Middlesex, Essex 
and Suffolk counties. 

“There’s a big problem with 
juvenile fire-starters,” he says. 
Whether its small, dumpster 
fires, or some of them progress 
to burning buildings as hap- 
pened here, it’s becoming a 
problem. We're seeing it all 
across our area more frequent- 
ly.”

Hess and Major, said there are 
other factors to consider, as some 
businesses have received tax 
breaks recently. Raytheon alone 
received a $600,000 abatement 
last year, he said. 

Downs also said the numbers 
he had calculated agreed with 
Maior’s figures. 

After the meeting, Major said 
the Larsen tax factor would have 
created a tax decrease of .52 per- 
cent for businesses, and a three 
percent increase for residents. 

During the meeting Major said 
Andover needs $1.1 million in 
new taxes or it will be “short of 
what our revenue generation 
needs are.” 

“One way or another we need 
a tax increase,” he said. “What I 
don’t want to see is a substantial 
tax increase to the residents in 
town.” 

Although taxes have increased 
every year this decade, Major 
said from fiscal year 1994 to fiscal 
year 1997, the rate of increase has 
decreased. While the tax increase 
for the average home was $278 for 
FY 94, it was down to $171 by last 


year, FY 97. 

“T’d like to see that trend con- 
tinue,” said Major. “We could cut 
the increase in half (with my pro- 
posal). It’s still a tax increase, but 
at least it’s working its way in the 
right direction.” 

Majors later said 26 percent of 
Andover taxpayers live in homes 
valued at less than $200,000, and 
o0 percent live in homes valued 
between $200,000 and $300,000. 

“Those are the people you 
don’t want to be hammered. You 
don’t want them to have to leave 
their homes, particularly those 
on fixed incomes,” said Major. 

If most of the new homes con- 
tinue to be built for prices of 
$500,000 and more, Major also 
said he might consider a tax 
break for those with homes val- 
ued at less than $150,000, to main- 
tain a mix of people living in 
Andover. 

The residential tax rate for FY 
98 will be $15.82 per $1,000 in 
property value, with the commer- 
cial rate at $22.90 per $1,000. 
Selectmen attribute the lower 
increase to business expansion in 
town.

ore than 6,000 runners 
zoomed, trotted and 
strolled through 


downtown Andover Thanks- 
giving Day as part of the 
windswept 10th annual Feaster 
Five road race. 

Although the runners, and 
particularly the families who 
walk the race together, are a 
key topic of conversation every 
year, somehow the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day weather always seems 
to be one of the annual stories 
as well. 

One year it was so cold that 
a banner become frozen solid, 
fell to the ground and shat- 
tered. During the second race, 
there was so much snow that 
participants ran single-file so 
they could follow in each 
other’s footsteps. 

Thursday’s wind made 
1997’s race follow in the foot- 
Steps of the previous nine 
Feasters. 

The wind was so strong that 
it ripped down a light pole, 
knocked over the finish line 
chutes, and tore signs from 
their stakes. 

“Wind turns my job from 
fvent management to crisis 


management,” says race direc- 
tor Dave McGillivray. “When 
you're dealing with 6,000 to 
7,000 people you really have to 
be prepared for that. I got there 
at the start at about 4:30 am. 
and everything was on the 
ground. I just shook my head.” 

But McGillivray credited 
“experience and good volun- 
teers” for getting the course 
ready again Thursday morn- 
ing for the 5,508 adults and 579 
kids who ran the five-mile, 
five-kilometer and kids one- 
kilometer races. 

“Wind is just a nasty enemy. 
It really wreaks havoc with try- 
ing to set up an event out- 
doors,” he says. “I don’t know 
why every year it’s something 
else weather-wise. It’s almost 
like being stuck in traffic. You 
can’t do anything about it, but 
it’s frustrating.” 

Although the wind appeared 
to affect spectators and race 
organizers, finishing times did 
not seem to be affected by wind 
gusts that McGillivray says 
reached 50 miles per hour. 

The top male finishers for 
the five-mile and five-kilome- 
ter races were Chris Teague, of 
Chelmsford, in 25:01 and Dan 


Lebouef, of Tewksbury, in 
16:42, respectively. 

For the women, Lynn Jen- 
nings defended her 1996 five- 
mile victory with another win 
this year in a time of 28:08. Jen- 
nifer Lincoln, of Peabody took 
the 5K gold in 18:30. Top 
Andover five-milers were 
third-place winner Terri Anne 
McGettrick, who finished just 
27 seconds off Jennings’ pace, 
and seventh-place male finish- 
er John Goodwin, in a time of 
26:39. 

Lazarus House gets 10K 

Another winner in the race 
was Lazarus House, a multi- 
service organization assisting 
the poor and needy in the Mer- 
rimack Valley. Pledge sheets 
were included in the entry 
forms used by all runners. 

About 90 people have 
returned pledge money total- 
ing $9,844, which will benefit 
Lazarus House programs, says 
Renee _ Serrano, Lazarus 
House’s director of develop- 
ment. 

Nearly a third of this 
money, $3,239, was raised by 25 
Andover pledge collectors, 
including the top two overall 
money-raising runners. These 


two were Shawsheen Road res- 
ident David Ameen, who 
raised $865, and Crestwood 
Drive resident Tom Varley, 
who brought in an even $800, 
says Serrano. 

Serrano says that most peo- 
ple brought in $20 or $30 worth 
of pledges. 

But, because the Feaster 
Five has lost big-time sponsor- 
ship in the past few years, this 
race marked the first time 
Lazarus House has received 
money only from _ people’s 
pledges. The $18 entry fee paid 
by adult runners exclusively 
paid for race expenses this 
year. 

Despite this change, 
Lazarus House received about 
the same amount in pledges 
that they did last year from the 
pledge program. 

“We all thought that it 
would be a much better 
response this year,” says Ser- 
rano. “We think maybe a lot of 
people still don’t know that the 
only thing that (now) benefits 
Lazarus House is the pledge 
program.” 

Serrano says the money that 
was raised will pay to repair 
Structural problems caused 
when a car crashed into the 
Good Shepherd Center at the 
corner of Park and Hampshire 
Streets in Lawrence. The acci- 
dent has forced part of a soup 
kitchen to close. 

Some money will also help 


repair or replace a heater that 
blew at another Lazarus House 
location. 

Race’s future 

As for the future of the 
Feaster Five, to some degree it 
remains up in the air. Though 
immensely popular in the Mer- 
rimack Valley, race founders 
Bill Pennington and John 
Burke admit the race is at a 
crossroads this year, because it 
is without the big-time spon- 
sorship it has had in the past. 

They say race organizers 
must decide if they want to 
pursue new large-scale spon- 
sorship and have the race con- 
tinue to grow, or if they want to 
return to the race’s early years 
and have a smaller, more 
hometown-oriented race. Both 
cast their votes for a smaller 
race. 

McGillivray planned to 
report on the race to race-host 
running club Merrimack Val- 
ley Striders last night, Wednes- 
day, and says an_athletic- 
footwear company and an 
apparel company have 
expressed interest in sponsor- 
ing the race. 

When asked about what 
might happen next year says, 
“T don’t know. I’m certainly not 
going to count myself out in 
being involved in the future. 
Certainly emotionally I’d like 
to be involved in this race for- 
ever.” 

But McGillivray has said

that if the race continues to be large enough 
to need a professional director then he needs 
to have his salary be guaranteed. As it stands 
now, McGillivray is only guaranteed to make 
money if enough people run the race, to cover 
all expenses and he doesn’t know if this will 
happen until the week of the race. 

This year, around 2,200 runners signed up 
the week of the race, including more than 400 
people Thanksgiving morning. 

“What would have happened if there had 
been a heavy snowfall (during those days)?” 
he asks “This thing really would have been a 
financial nightmare. But it does show there’s 
something about this event that people come 
out for.” 

Spectators can always tell that by looking 
at the runners.

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Noisy toys pose serious risk to children’s hearing 


NEW YORK (AP) — No wonder you 
want the kids to play at the other end 
of the house. Many of their toys are 
louder than most power tools. 

“Noisy toys are not just annoying for 
the parent. They pose serious risk to 
our children’s hearing,” says Nancy 
Nadler, director of the Noise Center at 
the League for the Hard of Hearing. 
Very loud or prolonged exposure can 
lead to permanent hearing loss and 
cognitive developmental difficulties. 


Don’t depend on government or 
industry regulation of too-noisy toys, 
she says. There isn’t any. She says while 
activists are working for a Surgeon 
General’s warning label for noisy toys, 


the prime responsibility for safe toys 
remains with parents. 

Among the examples she cites are 
some rattles and squeaky toys that mea- 
sure as high as 110 dBA, comparable to 
power tools and factory machinery. 
Electric guitars, drums, and horns can 
go as loud as 120 dBA, similar to the 
noise in a city subway. Toy phones reg- 
ister between 123 and 129 dBA, similar 
to a rock concert. Gadgets that amplify 
voices have been measured up to 135 
dBA, just like the percussion section of 
a symphony orchestra. Cap guns can 
produce in excess of 140 dBA, and toys 
with firearm sounds can register 150 
dBA when measured a foot away - 
about average for a jet takeoff.

- Keep an eye on your child - It’s 
Okay to let children look around and 
have fun while they shop, but they also 
need to understand that it’s important 
to stay near their parents.

Finding a lost child - Teach 
your son or daughter what to do in the 
event you get separated.

Compare these levels with the 85 
dBA limit set by the government for 
allowable sustained noise exposure in 
the workplace. ~*Although OSHA 
(Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration) protects a person in 
the workplace, the same protection is 
not available for our children,’ Nadler 
says. 


Nadler has some advice for parents: 
Before buying a toy, listen to it 
close to your ear, as a child would. 
Keep in mind that a child has shorter 
arms and will be listening to it at clos- 
er range. If it sounds too loud, it prob- 
ably is. If the noise hurts or makes your 
ears ring, don’t buy the toy. 


* Identify your child - Have your 
child wear an I.D. bracelet listing his 
or her name and age along with your 
phone number. It should be worn 
under clothing since kids’ names 
should not be displayed on visible 
items because it can create unwanted 
conversation with strangers. Some 
malls and companies periodically spon- 
sor events that provide complimentary 
I.D.s and photos of your child. 


- Shop during off-peak hours - 
If possible, shop when the mall is less 
crowded. The best time to shop is dur- 
ing the weekday, or at night when 


* Don’t be misled by testing a toy’s 
noise button through its packaging. 
Many toys are packed with the volume 
button on the low setting; when the 
toy is unwrapped, the maximum vol- 
ume may be dangerously loud. 

* If someone gives your child a noisy 
toy, return it if possible. Otherwise, 
allow its use only under your supervi- 
sion. If there’s a volume button on the 
toy, it should be on the low setting. 

* Teach your children to never put 
toys that make noise next to their ears. 

Nadler recommends that if you 
encounter a too-noisy toy, report it to 
the League at 1 (888) NOISE88 or to 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, 1 (800) 638-8270.

5. Remove container from boiling 
water 

6. Stir thoroughly for two minutes. 

7. Let colored wax sit for a few min.- 
utes and then pour wax into molds 

8. Cool candles in refrigerator. 

9. When thoroughly hardened, 
unmold. Dip metal molds quickly into 
a pan of hot water to loosen. Milk car- 
tons and similar molds can be easily 
cut and peeled off 

10. Decorate as desired by gluing or 
pinning decorations to the outside of 
candles

TREATING CHRONIC PAIN 


Pain in the form of recurrent 
headaches or related to persistent 
low back problems, cancer, nerve 
conditions and other chronic dis 
eases can be crippling and emotion- 
ally devastating. At one time, chron- 
Ic pain battled doctors, but more 
recently, research has led to a better 
understanding of chronic pain and 
has yielded effective new approaches 


for controlling it. 


Sources of Pain

in which a minor stimulus can cause 
agonizing pain in the face. It is believed 
to be caused by a blood vessel pressing 
on the trigeminal nerve. 

Another ts diabetic neuropathy, a nerve 
disorder affecting people with long- 
standing diabetes. Diabetic neuropathy 
can cause loss of sensation in the hands 
and feet-or may cause painful sensa- 
tions, such as burning, tingling or a 
feeling of “pins and needles.” 

According to Asi Hacobian, M.D.., 
an anesthesiologist and pain consultant 
with Lahey Hitchcock’s Pain Manage- 
ment Center located at Symmes 
Hospital and Medical Center in 
Arlington, doctors often used to view 
cases of chronic pain skeptically 
because no objective evidence of 
organic damage could be found. 
However, researchers now recognize 
that injury to the body’s tissues can 
trigger long-term changes in the spinal 
cord or the brain. “Once that cycle has 
been established, even though the incit- 
ing event has gone away, the pain 
persists because the pain pattern has 
registered in the spinal cord and in the 
brain, and the brain is getting constant 
information that there is pain,” says 
Dr. Hacobian. 

Not everyone reacts to pain the same 
way. “There’s a sensory aspect of pain 
and there are the emotional, psycho- 
logical and social aspects which com- 
bine to make up what we call the ‘suf- 
fering’ component,” says Philip E. 
Kistler, M.D., acting director of Lahey 
Hitchcock’s Pain Management Center. 
“The amount of suffering a given pain 
causes can produce intense disability.” 


Medications and Nerve Blocks 

For most types of pain aspirin or 
other over-the-counter pain medica- 
tions are highly effective. For stronger 
relief, several types of prescription 
drugs are available. For instance, opi- 
ate-related drugs such as codeine, 
propoxyphene (Darvon), morphine 
and meperidine (Demerol) offer highly 
effective pain control. Unfortunately, 
they may have harmful side effects. 
Other types of drugs, which people 
don’t often think about in terms of 
pain relief, may also be quite effective. 


RADIO WAVES 
FOR TREATING WHIPLASH PAIN 


Chronic whiplash is an injury to the vertebrae and the surrounding soft 


tissues caused by sudden forward or backward jerking of the head in rela- 


tion to the vertebrae, as from a rear-end automobile collision. It can pro- 


duce pain in the back of the neck, decreased mobility of the neck and mus- 


cle spasms of the neck. Unfortunately, it is very difficult to diagnose, even 


with an x-ray, and also difficult to treat. The traditional treatment, which 


involves injecting steroids between the vertebrae, has been shown to offer 


little, if any, benefit. 


Recently, another treatment called percutaneous radio-frequency neuro- 


tomy, in which radio waves are used to “burn” or destroy key nerves in the 


spinal cord, was put to the test for treatment of whiplash. In a study 


reported in the New England Journal of Medicine, twelve patients with 


whiplash each received percutaneous radio-frequency neurotomy. Another 


twelve received a control, or fake, operation that was identical except that 


the radio-frequency current was not turned on. 


In the group that received actual treatment, pain returned to 50 percent 


of its preoperative level in 263 days, whereas it returned to half its preop- 


erative level in only eight days in those receiving the fake procedure. At 27 


weeks, seven patients in the active-treatment group were free of pain, 


whereas only one patient in the control group was free of pain. 


“Specialists have had good results with this kind of block for whiplash 


injuries, but | can’t say that everyone gets the same kind of result,” says Asi 


Hacobian, M.D., anethesiologist with Lahey Hitchcock's Pain Management 


Center. “On the whole, | think it helps people who have had whiplash 


injuries. If you can get them better and send them back to the workforce, 


| think that’s a big improvement.” 


One example is antidepressant med- 
ication. Some turn out to have pain- 
relieving effects, especially in nerve- 
related conditions such as diabetic neu- 
ropathy and tic douloureux. Pain spe- 
cialists believe that antidepressants 
work in this setting by increasing the 
supply of the neurotransmitter sero- 
tonin, which is believed to be involved 


in the body’s pain-controlling pathway. 
Antiepileptic drugs such as carba- 
mazepine (Tegretol) may also be useful 
in tic douloureux and other nerve- 
related diseases. In these diseases, the 
flow of nerve signals to and from the 
brain is disturbed, and antiepileptic 
drugs may be used to quiet the “dis- 
tress” signals associated with them. 


a EEE 
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In some cases of intense chronic pain 
treated with narcotics, there comes a 
point where the dosage cannot be 
increased because of the side effects. 
These cases may be treated with nerve 
blocks, using anesthetics and steroids 
injected directly into nerves along the 
pain pathway. A relatively new device 
called an implantable intrathecal infu- 
sion pump delivers anesthetic directly 
into the spinal cord. 

“When you give narcotics by mouth, 
they spread throughout the entire 
body, and many of the side effects are 
mediated through the central nervous 
system in the brain. This can lead to 
problems such as vomiting, respiratory 
depression and sedation. By applying 
narcotics directly to the spinal cord, 
we can reach a powerful spinal pain 
inhibition system while keeping low 
concentrations in the brain and 
minimizing undesirable side effects,” 
says Dr. Kistler. 


Behavioral Medicine 

Again, the degree of suffering caused 
by pain depends on the individual’s 
response to it. In some cases, anxiety, 
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depression and feelings ot helplessness, 
hopelessness and isolation can all make 
the suffering worse. “Positive imagery, 

stress reduction, involvement in enjoy- 
able activities, and trying to move peo- 
ple out of the sick role are the basis of 

the behavior Management interven- 


tion,” Dr. Kistler says. 

According to Dr. Hacobian, part of 
treating chronic pain is educating the 
patient not to focus on it. “We want 
people to understand that chronic pain 
is not the same as acute pain. When 
you have acute pain, the body basically 
tries to guard a certain area because it 
doesn’t want to damage it anymore,” 
she explains. “But with chronic pain, 
that is not the case-it’s better not to 
focus on it.” 

Dr. Kistler emphasizes that pain 
treatment needs to be assessed on an 
individual basis. “You should be evalu- 
ated as an individual with your own 
unique set of pain problems,” he says. 
“What we try to do is find a way to 
balance things, so the level of pain 
meets with patients’ agreement and 
allows them to do the activities that 
they need to do.”

Question: What causes Bell’s palsy 
and how is it treated? 


Answer: Bell’s palsy often starts with 
pain behind one ear and excessive pro- 
duction of tears, and evolves within a 
day to one-sided facial paralysis. On 
the affected side, the muscles sag and 
the face appears expressionless. The 
eye often can’t close and the patient 
may drool or have difficulty eating or 
speaking. 

“A person with Bell’s palsy may feel 
‘numbness’ of the face,” says Prather 
Palmer, M.D., neurologist at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center. “But there 
is no actual loss of sensation.” 

Researchers theorize the condition is 
caused by a virus that leads to swelling 
and injury of the facial nerve, one of a 
pair located on either side of the head. 
This nerve, which provides movement 
to the facial muscles, winds through a 
bony channel in the skull and, when 


swollen, becomes compressed. In addi- 
tion to facial weakness, resulting nerve 
damage may cause taste to be impaired 
or sounds to be abnormally loud. 

For the majority of Bell’s palsy sut- 
ferers, the condition is temporary, and 
symptoms begin to improve in several 
weeks. Examination by a doctor is 
required, however, to rule out a brain 
tumor or stroke. For the 15 to 20 per- 
cent of patients who will have residual 
facial weakness, Improvement may not 
begin for several months. Risk factors 
for incomplete recovery include hyper- 
tension, diabetes, advanced age and 
complete facial paralysis. 

Sometimes the nerve regrows but 
does not reconnect to the proper mus- 
cles. “This may lead,” says Dr. Palmer, 
“to such abnormalities as the ‘jaw- 
wink’ phenomena; the eye closes when 
the jaw opens.” 

Protecting the exposed eye is a 
major part of treatment. Artificial tears 


should be used for lubrication in the 
daytime and mineral oil at night. The 
open eye should not be patched, and 
immediate care by an ophthalmologist 
is needed if pain, redness or pus Is 
present. 

“Oral corticosteroids may be used 
early on to decrease pain and limit 
swelling of the nerve,” says Dr. Palmer. 
“However, their use is controversial 
and not appropriate in all cases. 

“Electrostimulation and facial exer- 
cise have little benefit, and although 
once common, surgery to relieve nerve 
pressure is ineffective.” 

If facial weakness lingers for months, 
an operation may be performed in 
which a healthy nerve from the tongue 
is transplanted.

Signs of Emergency 


Medical advances have greatly improved a person's chances of surviving a heart 


attack with limited damage to 


heart muscle. But time counts; treatment must be 


administered as quickly as possible. 
Symptoms of heart attack vary, but the following warning signs indicate an 


emergency: 


* Uncomfortable pressure, fullness, squeezing or pain in the center of the chest 
lasting two minutes or more. 

* Pain spreading to the shoulders, neck, jaw or back. 

* Lightheadedness, fainting, sweating, nausea and/or shortness of breath. 

* Instead of chest pain, women may experience pain in the pit of their stomach, 


shoulders, arms or back. 
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program of regular aerobic exercise, 
such as walking, jogging, biking or 
swimming, the peripheral muscles 
become more efficient and put less of a 
demand on vour heart. Therefore, 
youre able to do more at the same 
level of cardiac work.

Smoking 

“If everyone in the United States 
stopped smoking tomorrow, in 20 
years we probably would need 25 per- 
cent fewer physicians, all other factors 
being equal,” savs Dr. Venditti. 
“Smoking actually interacts with other 
risk factors, multiplying them greatly. 
For instance, if vou have one factor 
that mereases risk for heart disease by 
tive-told, if vou smoke, it becomes 25- 
told. It’s very difficult to stop smoking, 
but if you can, it has profound implica- 


tions for vour well-being.” 


Chronic Stress 

Job stress has been identified as a 
risk factor tor heart disease. Although 
upper Management positions have tra- 
ditionally been thought of as “high- 
stress” Jobs, a recent British study pre- 
sents another view. After tracking near- 
ly 7,400 men and women in London 
cvil-service jobs for an average of 
more than five vears, researchers found 
people in low-grade positions with 
little control over their job responsibili- 
ties Were at SO percent higher risk of 
developing symptoms of coronary 
heart disease than those with higher- 
ley el |é bs.

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And to All a Good Night! 


According to the American Sleep 
Disorders Association, more than 100 
million Americans fail to get a good 
night’s sleep. Sleep disorders range 
trom the inability to get enough rest to 
having no control over when sleep 
overtakes vou. 

Normal sleep is classitied into two 
distinct states, depending on whether 
or not rapid eve movement (R.E.M.) is 
present. Nc m-rapid eve Movement 
sleep is further divided into four stages. 
Stages three and four are considered 
slow wave sleep, the time when you 
get most of vour restful sleep. This 
non-R.E.M. sleep predominates the 
first half of the night. R-E.M. sleep 
gradually increases and is the time 
most dreaming occurs. 

\ccording to Paul T. Gross, M.D.. 
neurologist and director of the Sleep 
Disorders Center at Lahey Hitchcock 
Medical ¢ enter, sleep disorders tall 
Into More than one area of medicine. 
“We are accredited by the American 
Sleep Disorders Association and have 
specialists trom neurology, pulmonary 
medicine, otolaryngology, psychiatry 
and psychology. We've recently extend- 
ed sleep disorder services to Lahey

Insomnia 

“Insomnia ts a symptom or a com- 
plaint, it’s not a disease,” says Sonia N. 
Gyan, Ph.D., psychologist in the Sleep 
Disorders Center. “It involves difficulty 
falling asleep and/or staying asleep and 
results in daytime fatigue, mood distur- 
bance and/or difficulty in performing 
tasks.” 

Causes may include physiological 
disorders or changes in circadian 
rhythms as people age, but most often, 
Isomnia tends to be a symptom of 
anxiety, low mood or bad sleep habits. 
dla persistent low mood or anNiety Is 
the problem, then we treat the psycho- 
logical state and the sleep disturbance 
tends to resolve,” says Dr. Gyan. 
“There are also ‘sleep hygiene’ and 
stmulus control procedures that tend 
to improve sleep.” 


Good “Sleep Hygiene” 


Here is a partial list of lifestyle 
changes that may improve sleep. 


* Lie down only when sleepy. If not 
asleep within 15-20 minutes, get 
up and do a sedating activity (does 
not include watching TV). 
Establish a consistent bedtime and 
wake time, even on weekends. 
Eliminate daytime naps. 

Do not use the bed for paper- 
work, watching TV, reading, eating, 
talking on the phone, etc. 

Take a 30- to 60-minute walk 
every day, but avoid evening 
exercise. 

Eliminate caffeine, nicotine and 
alcohol several hours before 
bedtime. 


Sleep Apnea 

Excessive daytime sleepiness may be 
a symptom of sleep apnea. “A patient 
with sleep apnea stops breathing peri- 
odically,” says David Neumever, M.D., 
pulmonologist in the Sleep Disorders 
Center. “If they’re in a deep stage of 
sleep, they may arouse to a light stage 
or wake up completely. Some awaken 
with the sensation of choking. A com- 
mon result is that patients feel very 
tired in the morning even though they 
believe they slept through the night.” 

For diagnosis, an overnight polysom- 
nogram ts given. An clectroencephalo- 
gram measures brain waves and evalu- 
ates stages of sleep. Heart rate and 
breathing are also monitored. 

If untreated, sleep apnea can lead to 
heart attack, stroke, irregular heartbeat 
and high blood pressure. For mild 
cases, Weight loss, smoking cessation 
and the use of nasal anti-inflammatory 
agents may offer partial relief. Moder- 
ate TO severe cases May be treated with 
a special dental device worn at night, 
continuous positive airway pressure 
(pressurized air or oxygen is delivered 
through a mask) or surgery. 


Narcolepsy 

“With narcolepsy, the part of the 
brain that decides if vou should be 
awake or asleep isn’t working proper- 
ly,” says Dr. Gross. “The first symptom 
is sleepiness, but patients may also 
experience cataplexy, sleep paralysis 
and hypnagogic hallucinations.” 

Cataplexy is a sudden loss of muscle 
tone In response to emotions such as 
laughter, anger or surprise. The mus- 
cles of the face or in other parts of the 
body become very weak. 

In sleep paralysis, the patient may be 
completely awake, but his or her body 
is paralyzed. “Everything is paralyzed— 
except for breathing and eye move- 
ment—during R.E.M. sleep,” says Dr. 
Gross. “Sleep paralysis after waking 
may last from two to ten minutes and 
can be quite frightening.” 

A person with bypnagogic hallucina- 
tions escapes into dreams when still 
awake. These auditory or visual hallu- 
cinations may occur just when they’re 
starting to go to sleep at night. 

Narcolepsy can be treated with med- 
ications and behavioral modification. 
“Our Sleep Disorders Center is cur- 
rently part of a national study of a 
drug called modafinil, the first new 
treatment for narcolepsy in many 
vears,” says Dr. Gross. “Modafinil is 
not yet available on a prescription 
basis, but is in application before the 
Food and Drug Administration.” 


Periodic Limb Movement Disorder 

Some people move their legs or 
arms repeatedly during the night, 
which can cause sleep fragmentation. 
“Periodic limb movement disorder 
coexists with restless leg syndrome 
which can be associated with iron defi- 
clency, nerve diseases, pregnancy or 
kidney failure,” says Dr. Neumeyer. 
“We treat the underlying problem. 
However, if the cause is unknown, 
medication may help.”

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Help for Heartburn and Swallowing Problems 


Disorders of the esopha- 
gus can cause discomfort, 
difficulty swallowing, mal- 
nutrition and lung problems 
from the inhalation of 
liquids, food particles or 
stomach acids. 

It is estimated that 40 per- 
cent of the population have 
occasional heartburn and 
approximately five percent 
have daily discomfort. Dif- 
ficulty with swallowing is 
less common and more 
complicated, but solutions 
to these problems often 
bridge more than one med- 
ical specialty. 

A multidisciplinary group 
has been formed at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center 
to diagnose and treat 
patients with heartburn or 
swallowing problems. 

“The Heartburn and 
Swallowing Disorders 
Center ts staffed by the experts necessary to quickly diagnose 
and treat the full spectrum of heartburn and swallowing 
problems,” says David Brams, M.D.. general surgeon at 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center. “The Center includes spe- 
clalists in speech pathology, otolaryngology, gastroenterology, 
radiology, surgery and oncology who work closely together 


to provide an integrated solution.” 


Anatomy of a Swallow 
Atter we chew our food, mix it with saliva, and torm it 


Into a cohesive mass or “bolus,” our tongue pushes it into the 


back of the mouth, triggering the swallowing reflex. During 
the swallowing sequence, the passages leading to the airway, 
vocal cords and nasal cavities close off to keep food from 
getting into the lungs, and muscles of the pharynx or the 
throat contract to move food toward the esophagus or “food 
tube.” The muscles of the esophagus must work in a highly 
coordinated fashion to guide food into the stomach. 

At the junction of the esophagus and the stomach is a mus. 
cle called the lower esophageal sphincter, which serves as a 
valve. It opens to allow food to pass into the stomach and 
closes to prevent food or stomach acids from coming back 


into the esophagus. 


Swallowing Disorders

trom properly chewing 
food or moving it with the 
tongue, or most commonly, 
can interfere with the com- 
plex swallowing reflex 
itself. People may be at risk 
for aspirating (inhaling) 
food which can lead to a 
type of respiratory infection 
called aspiration pneumo- 
nia. In severe cases, patients 
may have to be fed through 
a tube. Difficulty swallow- 
ing Is a symptom that should be evaluated as soon as possible 
by a gastr¢ renterologist. 

Most swallowing disorders Improve with treatment. Often, 
a speech pathologist can help the patient compensate by 
moditying head position, eating patterns, diet, or learning 
motor exercises to improve swallowing, sometimes with the 
help of biofeedback. 

“Many patients who have had swallowing problems for 
months and years have never discussed it at length with their 
physician,” says Ms. Shafir. “They may have assumed there is 
nothing that can be done.” 


Chronic Heartburn 

The most common esophageal symptom is heartburn. 
Heartburn is usually due to an increased amount of stomach 
acid entering the esophagus (gastroesophageal reflux). This is 
often caused when the lower esophageal sphincter allows 
stomach acid to wash up into the esophagus. Chronic heart- 
burn may also be due to difficulty with the es¢ phagus clear- 
ing the normal amount of acid escaping from the stomach, 
or it may be due to much less common conditions such as 
Inadequate saliva production, abnormal sensitivity of the 
esophagus, abnormal esophageal muscles, increased acid pro- 
duction, or difficulty with stomach emptying. Frequently, 
heartburn sufferers have a hiatal hernia, in which a small por- 
tion of the stomach pushes up in the chest cavity allowing 
stomach acid to wash up into the esophagus. Occasionally, 
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acid can escape up through the esophagus and cause hoarse- 
ness, daily cough or even recurrent pneumonias. In most 
cases, lifestyle changes, such as avoiding specific food, alco- 
hol, tobacco and certain medications will control heartburn. 
For patients whose symptoms are not adequately controlled, 
or in younger patients who face lifelong daily medication, 
surgery can provide a long-term cure. 

In the past, surgery to repair the stomach valve or a hiatal 
hernia has been a major undertaking requiring a large inci- 
sion and four to eight weeks healing time. More recently, a 
minimally invasive “laparoscopic” procedure allows surgeons 
to make repairs through very small incisions, “I Lospital stays 
for this type of surgery have been reduced to two days, and 
time out of work has been reduced to approximately five 
days,” says Dr. Brams. “Laparoscopic surgery for heartburn 
has an approximately 95 percent success rate and this success 
is long lasting.” 


Esophageal Strictures 

A swallowing problem caused by severe untreated reflux is 
harrowing of the esophagus, or esophageal stricture, most 
commonly from scar tissue caused by o\ erexposure to stom- 
ach acid. “This can be treated by stretching the esophagus 
along with drugs that suppress production of stomach acid.” 
says Michael E. Glick, M.D., gastr venterologist at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center. “Occasionally, surgery 1s recom- 
mended.” 


Cancer of the Esophagus 

Cancer of the esophagus traditionally has been thought to 
afflict heavy smokers and drinkers. Yet, according to Lahey 
Hitchcock Clinic thoracic and cardiovascular surgeon Warren 
E. Williamson, M.D., an increasingly prevalent risk factor is 
gastroesophageal reflux disease. 

After many years of acid exposure, the tissue lining the 
esophagus may be replaced by abnormal tissue—a condition 
known as Barrett’s esophagus, which puts pec yple at 70 times 
greater risk of developing esophageal cancer. Appr »x1mMately 
ten percent of patients who have endoscopy for reflux symp- 
toms, such as heartburn, are found to have Barrett’s esopha- 
gus. Individuals with Barrett’s esophagus should be moni- 
tored regularly. This consists of viewing the esophageal lining 
with an endoscope and performing a biopsy in which a sam- 
ple of tissue is removed for examination. Fortunately, moni- 
toring Barrett’s esophagus allows doctors to catch cancer of 
the esophugus early—when it is most treatable. 

Esophageal cancer is usually treated by surgery to remove 
the affected portion of the esophagus. “More recently, a com- 
bination of chemotherapy and radiation therapy has been 
offered prior to surgery to attempt to improve our ability to 
cure this disease,” says Dr. Williamson.

Keeping Fit This Winter 


Although it’s tempting to hibernate in winter, the 
body needs exercise all year long. Aerobic exercise is 
ideal because it conditions the heart and lungs, and 
even a little exercise every week can help improve 
coordination and muscle tone, relieve tension and 
improve mood. 

The key to continuing an exercise regimen is 
choosing enjoyable activities. Local community or 
senior centers can provide information about exer- 
cise classes and other popular activities, such as Tai 
Chi and Country/Western dancing. Other fun winter 
activities might include making snowmen, sledding, 
ice skating, bowling, indoor swimming or even tap 
dancing. 

Looking for something different? Snowshoeing is 
becoming the sport of the ‘90s—modern aluminum 
snowshoes are light, fast and maneuverable and offer 
a vigorous cardiovascular workout. 

With extra care, the elderly—even those with spe- 
cial health considerations—can also (and certainly 
should) exercise in winter. “Aerobic exercise as well 
as strength training is important,” says Nancy Todd, 
N.P, who works with heart rehabilitation patients at 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center. “To strengthen 
muscles and improve balance, a routine can be as 
simple as doing arm curls and leg lifts with a pocket- 
book.” Aerobic exercise could include climbing stairs, 
riding a stationary bike or walking—in the mall, along 
any long corridor, even around the house, as long as 
it’s a safe environment free from ice and snow. 

To help people keep in shape, Symmes Hospital 
and Medical Center sponsors a “Walk for Wellness” 
program at the Burlington Mall (781-272-8667). The 
Program includes mall walking (8 to 10 a.m., Monday 
through Friday), free blood pressure checks on 
Tuesday (9 to 10 a.m.) and quarterly lectures. Mall 
walking programs are also offered at Square One 
Mall in Saugus (781-233-8787); Northshore Mall in 
Peabody (978-53 |-3440); Meadow Glen Mall in 
Medford (781-395-6710) and Liberty Tree Mall in 
Danvers (978-777-0794).

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Question: What are the current treat- 
ments for kidney stones? 


Answer: Kidney stones, calcified de- 
posits of mineral salts, can be as small 
as a grain of sand or as large as your 
thumb. Treatment depends on their 
size, composition and location. 

Many small stones can pass naturally 
out of the body, with or without pain. 
“Ot the kidney stones that require 

treatment, more than 95 percent can 
be eliminated with a shock-wave 
lithotriptor,” says William Bihrle IL, 
M.D., urologist at the Center for Renal 
Stone Disease at Lahey Hitchcock 
Medical Center. This device disinte- 
grates stones inside the kidney with 
high energy waves. The patient is anes- 
thetized and positioned in a water bath 
equipped with two fluoroscopic or x-

ray monitors that allow physicians to 


locate the kidney stones. Electrodes 
generate underwater acoustic shock 
waves, Which reduce the stones to bits. 
This procedure is almost always done 
on an outpatient basis. 

“Shock-wave lithotripsy is used for 
most types ot kidney stones, except 
extraordinarily large stones and fairly 
rare stones made up Of a COMPoOsItion 
called cystine,” says Dr. Bihrle. 

For larger stones (that might result in 
too many fragments or require repeat- 
ed lithotripsy treatments), percuta 
neous stone removal may be an option. 
Here, the surgeon makes a small inci- 
sion in the back, then inserts an endo- 
scope, or viewing tube, inside the kid- 
ney that can deliver ultrasound, laser 
or clectrohydraulic energy to destroy 


the stone. Remaining stone fragments

can be removed through the incision. 

Stones lodged in the lower portion 
of the ureter can be removed or 
reduced in size with a ureterc scope, an 
endoscope introduced through the 
bladder. A device attached to the 
ureteroscope can retrieve very small 
stones, and energy-producing probes 
delivered through the ureteroscope 
can fragment or vaporize larger stones. 

“Open surgery is reserved fora 
minority of situations,” says Dr. Bihrle, 
“usually when stones are very large, 
complex and encompassing large areas 
of the kidney.”
